Tlie 
procession was very largi', ami halted 
on the Thames embankment, whence a 
deputation proceeded to ihe House of 
Commons to present the monster pray 
er. The procession was Intuitu by a 
band followed by the Salvation Army 
officers on horseback. The petition was 
in a huge roll andjwascarried beneath a 
canopy ernted in a vi hide drawn by 
four borf.es in the middle of ihe iiroees 
sion. The line of march was through 
the principal streets of London and the 
pagennt. attracted every w here enormous 
crowds of people. In the House of 
Commons the cn.se of the petition wa* 
entrusted to James Still', Radical mem- 
ber for Hackney, long distinguished as 
an educational philantropist and elmui- 
pion of educational privileges for wo 
men. Mr. Sufi' at once introduced it to 
Lfre commons. ' |le said the petition 
asked parliament ip raise the age of 
consent offgirls from thirteen to eighteen 
was signed by 500,000 persons and 
there was such a peculiar feeling upon 
t|ie subject that if bad taken but seven- 
teen days to obtain this enormous num- 
ber of signatures. The vast roll was 
then moved up to the clerk's tle.sk. He 
read the petition to the house, holding 
that part of the document in his hands, 
the bulk lying upon the floor and oc- 
cupying most of the space in front of 
the speaker's table.

Now it is a crime not 
I only to sell lottery tickets but to advertise 
a lottery ifchoihii; Tlifen any person 
Could sell cigars ami tobacco as he may 
now sell clolli and potatoes, tail now it is 
a i rime to deal 111 litem without u license 
i or to sell tbetu it they are not 
accompanied with a revenue slump. 
Theu there were no convictions 
for selilug intoxicating liijuors to 
minors or habitual drunkards, bill now 
such convictions me very cointiiou. 
Teachers are now punished fur " correct 
ing" children in school. New crimes iwe 
1 created by statute every time tlie national 
congress or a slate legislature meets 'I he 
, number of nominal criminals is increased 
| by adding new crimes In ihe calendar 
The facilities for detecting crimes and 
for arresting criminals are much better 
1 and more numerous than they were even 
a few years ago. The microscope has 
been improved and new chemical tests 
i have been discovered 1'hotography has 
I greatly aided the arrest and cou- 
: victiou of criminals by furnishing 
the likeness ol nearly every per- 
son belonging to tlie ' acknowledged 
criminal class. In every considerable 
town the police department have a large 
aud well -arranged "rogues' gallery. " As 
uew pictures aro taken, duplicates are sent 
to every city in the country. The illus- 
trated papers have made the faces of the 
more noted criminals familiar to almost 
every person. The daily papers give very 
accurate descriptions of the men who 
make their escape after the commission of 
a crime. Not only the railroad ear and 
the steamboat bin llie telegraph and tele- 
phone arc employed in the arrest of per- 
sons implicated in the com mission of 
crime. The governor of nearly every 
stale has been authorized to oiler, at his 
discretion, large rewards for the arrest and 
detention of persons presumed* to be guilty 
of crime. 

The public detective force has linen ex- 
tended and greatly improved timing the 
past thirty years. During the same period 
Ike pri vale detective system has been ex- 
tended, till now ii is the tenor of crimin- 
als. Escape from justice by night lias 
been rendered almost impossible, whereas 
it was very easy before the era of steam 
and electricity. The criminal courts have 
come to look upon llight as confession. In 
nearly every section of the country the 
elc tiled moral sentiment of the community 
demands the arrest of parties implicated 
in crimes at any cosL They arc accord- 
ingly followed over the continent and 
brought back from countries beyond the 
seas. With no more crimes committed, 
we should expect to Had a much larger 
number of persons confined in prisons. 

When it large portion of the country 
was sparsely settled and the mentis of con- 
veying information were poor, thousands 
of crimes were committed that wen: 
never reported to the public The per 
sons committing them found liille difli- 
culty in making their escape, and were 
not likely to be pursued aud captured. 
T|ieir "names never appeared to swell tho 
list of offenders-continod in penitentiaries. 
Newspapers then displayed little "enter- 
prise" in collecting criminal news. It was 
very difficult and expensive to do so. 
The n.wspaper, in the proper sense of the 
word, is a very modem institution Ji hud 
its rise with the introduction of the menus 
for the rapid transmission of intelligence 
It gives an account of more crimes and of 
more charities than the old-time paper 
did. The science of statistics as' well as 
the art of making newspapers bus made 
its greatest progress during the last thirty 
years. It becomes easier every year to 
show by statistics thai the world is grow- 
ing wicked aud society is becoming more 
demoralized.

Further on the writer "Iet3 the eat out 
of the hag" by ingenuously nek now lodg- 
ing, "tho appointment beyond question is 
the most unpopular one that has 
ever been made in this city, not against 
Miss Armstrong personally, but in 
hostility to the trustees." Practically, 
then, no objection that will hold good can 
bo urged against Miss Armstrong. The 
tirades uf abuse w inch have been leveled 
at her through the Times and kindred 
organs were meant to react boomerang 
like upon the trustees. Miss Armstrong 
iB suflbring vicariously, 30 that certain 
scribblers who dare not write over their 
own petty names may lake a shy at the 
trustees.

CAN A Ul. IN HOUSES. 

A point well worthy the attention of 
the imperial authorities was referred to by 
Lord Melgund at a meeting of the Royal 
United Kervio institution which was held 
recently. A lecture hail boon L'lven on 
tho occasion by' Colonel F. S. Russell up- 
on the subject of remounts for the cavalry 
and artillery, and in the discussion which 
ensued Lord Melgund spoke of the value 
of Canadian horses for light cavalry pur- 
poses, showing that, they were both plen- 
tiful and cheap. He thought it would be 
advantagoua, in fact, if the imperial gov- 
ernment wero to establish a depot in Can- 
ada for the purpose of purchasing and 
training horses for military purposes. 
Colonel Kingscote and Rear- Admiral Ar- 
thur endorsed 'his vyjw, which will be 
fully confirmed by ail who have any ac- 
quaintance with the Canadian horse trade. 
A similar suggestion has, indeed, been 
thrown out in one or two quarters before 
now, but hitherto it doeB not seem to 
have obtained the careful consideration 
to which it is entitled. 

SIR LEON A H U tYlLEY. 

Much uneasiness is folt at, Gttawa over 
Sir Leunard Tilley's health. He had suf- 
ficiently recovered from the operation per- 
formed in London to leave his bed only a 
week previous to his departure from Eng- 
land, and although he seemed to gain 
strength on the sea voyage home, the rail- 
way journey from Rimouski caused ho 
considerable a relapse that ho was com- 
pelled to remain oyer at Quebec for 
several hours, and accomplished the pas- 
sago to Montreal by steamer. Since his 
arrival in Gtiawa, Sir Leonard has been 
prostrated by a severe attack of dysen- 
iery and has been obliged to romain in

Toronto, Aug. 4. — Representatives of 
the different insurance companies mot yes- 
terday afternoon and compared their 
ligures as to tho insurance upon tho build- 
ings destroyed by lire.

Starting 
from Campbell's hotel the second bridge 
was crossed with little trouble, but once 
out on the open road, the cayuse showed 
a disposition to go in every direction bin 
straight ahead Unfortunately lor its 
rider, ho was neither provided witji spurs 
nor whip, and tho lirst two miles ho 
laboriously 

"WORKED Ills passage" 
by kicking his heels into the animal's 
ribs. A happy thought struck him —it 
would have struck any othor rider a great 
deal quicker — and coming to a clump of 
willows a stout stick was procured, which 
was used to such good oOect that the re- 
fractory animal made quick time along the 
road, though grumbling considerably at 
the effort. l.'hil Parke's rancho has been 
passed, the Indian reservation, and the 
wriler for the lirst time is on tho Cariboo 
road with nut a sign of life in sight, the 
silvery moon casting long shadows from 
the trees lining tho hills, tho Bonaparte

At about 
nine o'clock Win. Cargyle's hotel was 
reached, a long two-story frame building, 
situated at the point whore tho new Hat 
creek, or Marble cilfion road, is being 
constructed. This road will give the 
Pavilion mountain ranchers a shorter 
route to tho railway, and will be twenty- 
live miles from Cargyle's to Lillooet, sav- 
ing a distance of about fifty miles over 
tho previous route via Cariboo road to 
Clinton, and thence over Pavilion moun- 
tain to Lillooet.

Mil. CAItOYI.K 

is 0110 of tho old pioneers, having crossed 
tho mountains to Cariboo 111 185S), and for 
the past four years has been running tho 
hotel at this point. After a pleasant chat 
with the old miner and trader, a retire- 
ment for the night is made, ami an early 
start in tho morning premeditated. A 
substantial breakfast is partaken of, our 
cayuse is brought to the door, and in a 
few minutes we dash over tho bridge 
around the curve at tho hill, past the green 
fields of tho ranch, the morning air being 
pleasantly bracing. Cur animal travels 
well, though ho will grumble somewhat. 
A roadside house is passed on the glad 
Sunday morning one of tho three men 
sitting at tho door being busily engaged 
in skinning a mink which are numerous 
along the Bonaparte creek. Mandorf's, 
121 Mile House, is reached at 9 o'clock, 
ivhere our burse is watered and wo rest a 
few minutes. The crops on tho ranches 
all along have been most excellent. This 
year 1 In; farmers of the Cache creek and 
Bonaparte valleys have been specially 
favored with rain, which also made the 
water plenty in the creek. The hills 
where wooded are bright and preen with 
luxuriant grass, tho trees not being very 
numerous making the gradual slope id' 
the hillside in places present a park-like 
appearance. Leaving iVlandof>f's wo pas3 
through a very pretty stretch of road, 
along ranches of largo extent, past chains 
of little lakes, which are used for irriga- 
tion purposes. Dougherty's, Allan's and 
Mitchell's ranches are all bright with the 
growing crops and sweet with new mown 
hay. Our cayuse had been 

GRUMBLING Full SOME TIME 
and reaching a shady spot a rest is given 
him under the spreading trees. R is now 
10:30 and the sun is very hot. Mosqui- 
tos and Hies swarm round lis in myriads, 
tho horse-tty being specially annoying. 
This lly is about tho size of a wasp and has 
a probosis with a barbed mid. This it 
inserts into tin; horses llosh, anil after 
sucking its till spurts tho blood out in a 
large drop. Fortunately these pests only 
last about two weeks, but in that 
lime they pester stock to a great extent, 
driving them from place to place, and 
worrying them to such a degree that it 
keeps them poor in tlesh. I laving rested 
our animal long enough, we again mount 
and try to move him, but ho won't, budge. 
The whip is laid on, but he only shows a 
disposition to send its rider over its head. 
He is kicked and whipped and'urged, but 
will not start. Ton good horseman Ibis 
would not be startling, but. the wriler 
thought himself in a bad strait. Getting 
oil' the cayuse, and untying tho halter, by 
sheer force ho is drawn to the road, but 
will not move a step. Procuring a club, 
the animal is given a liberal boating, and 
is at last induced to move; but considers 
every step, and comes down with a jerk 
that is unpleasant. This was 

FIVE MILfiS FROM CLINTON, 
and it occupied two "hours of one uf the 
hottest days of summer to get there. All 
along the road are greater or lesser lakes, 
and a mile from Clinton a considerable 
lake in passed, formerly a largo hay mead- 
ow. At last tho houses of Clinton greet 
our sight, and we wearily labor down the 
hill and across the plain to the one street, 
and with a feeling of thankfulness dis- 
mount at tho Dominion hotel, tho first 
met with. The cayuse and its unfortiir- 
nate rider are soon housed, ami after a 
first class meal and a wash a bettor feel- 
ing with tho world exists, and a trip 
through the famous mining village is 
taken. 



The Chinese Interpreter. 

To the* Editor: — "Fair Play" in his 
answer to "Scrutator" seoms to bo very 
much exercised about tho interpreter that 
is to be appointed being a citizen, cortain- 
ly, if possible, he should -, be; but the 
principle involved appears to me to be to 
secure justice. Tho experience of the 
judges and juries on this coast, and tho 
testimony published in the Chinese com 
mission report proves that it is almost im- 
possible to arrive at the truth in any caso 
Where the interests of the Chinoso are in- 
volved. The restrictive act, was passed in 
the Interest of the British race living in 
the Dominion of Canada anil directly 
against any further importation of Chi- 
nese. The Chinese have therefore a direct 
and immediate interest in defeating the 
operation of the ac(. Thorefore, to soloct 
a person to till the position of interpreter 
who is by race, business, education and 
personal feelings interested in making tho 
act inoperative, is certainly not consistent 
with the principle of tho act, and is cal- 
culated to convince tho people of tho eas- 
tern provinces that the opposition of Bri- 
tish Columbia to tho Chinese is all hum- 
bug. That may possibly bo tho object of 
the promoters of the position in favor of 
Mr. Cuinyow, tho opposition to whom is 
not caused by any dusiro to secure the ap- 
pointment of any particular individual to 
the position, but to secure that impartial 
administration of justice for which British 
courts are proverbial. If the legislature 
of this province passed a law fur tho sup- 
pression of crime, and then selected orim 
inula as the proper persons to enforce tho 
law could 1 hey complain if the public 
charged them with pander to tho criminal 
class in the caso, therefore, to appoint 
as one of the principal officers whoso 
duly il is to enforce tho act, one whoso 
feelings must naturally bo oppoaod to tho 
enforcement of the act must of necossity 
res u, It in defeating in a measure tho prin- 
ciples contained in said act, and is in 
direct opposition to the overwhelming and 
often expressed wish of tho people of this 
province. "Fair Play" seems to hold the 
opinion that a Chinaman, because he was 
accidentally born in this province is pre- 
ferable, and will discharge his duty more 
faithfully than an American who has the 
highest testimonials of personal integrity, 
which must be very gratifying to aoy 
Americans who have signed the petition 
in. favor uf Mr. Cumyow. "Fair Play" 
may be surprised to learn that there are 
many in this community who do not hold 
such opinions, but it is not necessary to 
have either, as there are Englishmen in 
tho customs service in tho province of 
Canton as capable as either of the gentle- 
men named who could, without doubt, be 
secured tn fill the position. But if a just 
and impartial enforcement of tho law is 
desired, instead of an interpreter ap- 
pointed by the government who,- holding 
an independent position, might fit himself 
tn thwart the controller in tho dischargo 
of his duty, tho position of interpreter 
were subject to the controller, and if ho 
be held responsible, fop the interpreter it 
would tend to close tho loopholes which 
will be otherwise liable to occur in the 
enforcement of tho act. Put a thoroughly 
competent man in the nftice of controller, 
give him the power ho ought to have, and 
then hold him to a strict account, and wo 
should be able to securo if not "fair 
play" at least JUSTICE.

The official examination into tho c >1- 
liaion of the Itithot and Enterprise was 
commenced yesterday before Captains 
Lewis and Devereaux ami Mr. Farquhar. 
Captain liisley. the mate ami quarter^, 
mast or Kandall were -examined and gave 
a repetition of the evidence published in 
The Culunht yostorday. 
• Itoburt Mac I ver being sworn deposed — 
I was engineer of the linterpriae at the 
tmio of the acciiletit 1 joined her .Monday 
morning and the Collision took pi ice on 
Tuesday. 1 was in cbaige of the engine 
at the time, and was standing mi the bid - 
der loading to the engine room about hve 
feet from the throttle, when I hoard ;i

know who was in wheel house at the 
lime; as anon as the boats struck 1 wen' 
aft; I heard screams nud cries of "Look 
out;" 1 placed some life preservers on the 
ladies; olio lady refused a life preserver 
because she thought it would spoil her 
dress; 1 did not see Captain Itudlili on 
tho boat, and there was no one in charge 
of passengers but myself; there were suf- 
ficient life preservers for all; I went on 
tho deck and jumped overboard, at the 
same time throwing a stick of vvund to .a 
passenger ill the water; J was picked up 
by one of the Itithet's boats, and went lo 
iiasdst some of the passengers from the 
Enterprise boats; she w is about i bo usual 
distance from shore; I heard the engine 
hells ring; 1 had ninely-one passengers 
aboard, about ten of them ladies; think: 
it was muro ihan fifteen minutes that the 
two boats were locked together; 1 saw 
Captain Itudliu after I gut aboard the 
Itithet. 

Stuart Keenan, being f worn, deposed: 
I was deckhand "ti the Enterprise at the 
time of the accident ami was on the for- 
ward gangway oil the port side; when 1 
saw they were going to strike I rail aft 
and tried to get into my room; then ran 
forward undrlimbeil on the llitbet; I was 
:it I ho wheel of the Enterprise when I 
first saw the Itithet, half a mile away, but 
waa relieved just before the collision; 1 
went to tho wheel of the Enterprise at 5 
minutes past 11 and left it about 1:15; as 
I came nut of the pilot house the captain 
went in; we saw the Itithot coming; tho 
captain and mate were both in tho wheel- 
house when I left, and three minutes after 
the cullisaioii took place; the Itithot blew 
iiiiu whistle, tho Enterprise answered; 
after the collision I jumped overboard 
from the Itithet to sa>u Mr. Bishop, who 
waa struggling in the water; I here was no 
one on the Enterprise to give orders; the 
mate was jammed between the capstan of 
the itithet and the wreckage of the En- 
terprise; I tried to pull him out, but he 
waa so bruised 1 was afraid of hurting 
him; 1 saw the Itithet take a sheer to- 
ward the Enterprise, and said, "What's 
the mutter with that fellow! lie ia going 
to run into us !" 

Edward McDonald testified lo assisting 
in loosening one of the boa Is and assisting 
the passengers to get aboard the Itithet, 
and that he saw Captain Itudliu on the 
guard of the Itithet and that there was no 
one mi the Enterprise tu give orders.

To Mr. Drake — My first figure was too 
low; my second tender was §8,028, which 
included reserved work; without reserved 
woik it would amount to §0,240; the plana 
were distinct. 
This closed the case for the plaintiff. 
Mr. Drake in opening the defendant's 
case, stated that Mr. and Mra. Higgins 
haii over and over again atated to the 
architect that §0,000 was the limit; tho 
first plan would have cost §9,000; the ar- 
chitect was requested to modify the plan; 
several pieces were omitted from the plan, 
and the second waa about the limit; but 
Mr, Lllggilis took the ground that the 
plaintiff was only entitled to be paid his 
commission on the second plan, and that 
he should bo recouped for extra expense 
entailed through defective plans . 

'The first witness called was D. W. Hig- 
gins, who testified that Mr. Humphreys 
ree iiniuended Mr. Leslie, and witness had 
called on Mr. Leslie who showed him 
plana and a photograph of a house; asked 
Mr Leslie the cost of tho liouao shown in 
photograph, and ho answered §11,000; 
told him thai he did not want such a 
house; \lr. Leslie very much wanted a 
cupula and a plan was prepared with one 
on, and tenders called for, with and with- 
out cupola; the lowest waa that of Mr. 
Hamilton, §0,2 10; this without cupola, 
plastering, cornices, gretus, plumbing, 
mantels, olc, a mere skeleton of a house; 
the extras Mr. Hamilton slated would be 
about §2,200 iio.iu. Too plan was ro- 
jected because of the high price, and after 
some talk it was decided that a modified 
plan should be made; this excludod the 
cupola, grates, attic rooms, mantels, etc.;

Leslie fur tho detail drawings in ordor to 
continue the work, which he gave in 
part. 

Airs Higgins testified, that it waa ex- 
pressely stated that the house waa to coat 
§0000; this was before the first plan was 
made. 

To Mr. Mills— Am quite certain that 
the house was tu cost only §0000; the 
§10,000 referred to in the paper meant all 
expenditure necessary, 

John Teague, architect, testified that 
the usual charge fur work waa 5 per cent., 
2i per cent, for plans and apociticatioiia, 
and 2J, per cent, for superintendence of 
work. 

To Air. ALUs — N'u charge was made by 
him fur details; he would not consider 
his plana perfect without details; theae ho 
furnished for the 2i per cent ; the two 
plans were distinct; the 2i por cent, waa 
generally paid when the contract was 
signed. 

To Mr. Drake — Afy businesa dealings 
with Mr. Higgins have alwaya been satis- 
factory; would not consider the first plan 
of any use to anyone . 

To the Judge — In this particular case 
the first plan would be of some assistance 
in drawing the second plan. Witnoas hero 
measured the plan where tho roof waa 
atated to be incorrect, and said that tho 
plans were nearly correct. 

Air. Drake, in addressing the jury, 
stated that the first plana wore not aa 
ordered, and being modified, were ac- 
accepted by Air. Higgins; Air. Leslio waa 
not entitled to payment tor the first plana 
nor for the detail drawings which Mr. 
Teague had shown were necessary to com- 
plete the plana; the §100 deposited in 
court Air. Higgins considered covorod tho 
amount due Mr. Leslie for his plana, 
after deducting losses from various omia- 
aions which had been shown in evidence. 
He would ask the jury to return a ver- 
dict to that effect. 

Mr. Alills, for tho plaintiff, submittod 
two propositions, the first that the limit 
to the §0,000 had not been proved, and 
defendant had stated in his own paper 
that the house waa to cost §10,000. 

His Lordship— Fie, Mr. Milla '. Does a 
mere skeleton of a house mean a resi- 
dence f Are not many other things bo- 
sides a house comprised in the term 
a residence I 

Air. Mills continued that tho charges of 
plaintiff were in all respects reasonable 
and just, and claimed a verdict for the 
full amount. 

His lordship said that Mr. Milla had 
not proved any decided custom; he h^d 
shown a variety of practice, but iio de- 
cided cus'.oms. The charge for detailed 
plans was unreasonable, and would bo not 
submitted to the jury. Mr. Teague had sub- 
mitted his praotice, and had atatod that 
he would not consider his plana perfect 
unless ha had furnished detailed plana, 
and would be ashamed to do otherwise. 
Plaintiff had no claim for the §78. The 
detailed plans also were made after the 
action had been commenced. Any one of 
the twenty grounds was enough to bowl 
the contention to thit ground. The claim 
for §22 40 seems to be admitted. As to 
the other two items, §101 and §15ti, if 
tho defendant had asked him to make 
plans unconditionally then ho would he 
entitled to his 2j por cent, but it. had 
boon said that his means would limit him to 
§0000; the plans were prepared and were 



found expensive, ao a second plan waa 
called for. For tho first plan plaintiff 
was not entitled to pay; but the second 
plan should be paid for, and the 2\ per 
cent, or §150, paid. If the jury thought 
plaintiff waa entitled to the first, then 
they would find §11)1; but f;ir tho second 
they could not find the full amount of 
§150, aa the architect was undoubtedly 
greatly assisted by the first. They would 
also have to deduct from any verdict 
tho amount lost by iuacciuaeies 
in the plan. If it was the con- 
tractors' fault, then the plaintiff 
would not have to suffer. There waa mi 
evident mistake in the size of the rooms, 
which were stated aa 11x17 and wero in 
reality about 8x17. If they thought the 
dofendant entitled to damages for this 
they could give them; with regard to the 
§78 it waa entirely a claim without found- 
ation, and 'if a custom a very bad one. 

The jury then retired and after an ab- 
sence of 35 minutes returned with a ver- 
dict i? s follows: For No. 1 plan, §05; for 
fence §22.40; and foi 2d plana, §150; in 
all §273 

Smith & Clark vs. Erb it Johnson. — 
This was a test case brought to try the 
liability of tho defendants for represent* 
tions made aa the plaintiffs asserted 
through advertisements inserted in 27ie 
Colonist and other newspapers asking foi 
lenders for erection of buildings on land 
belonging to the defendant Erb, and by 
statements made by the defendant John- 
son to the plaintiffs to induce thorn to 
make a tender when the contract had boon 
awarded to a firm for some days previous- 
ly to tho request for tenders. Some 14 
contractors in all had made tendera on 
the strength of the representations. 
Messrs. Smith & Clark claimed as their 
damages, tile cost of propariug plans and 
specifications. 

After the evidence of Mr. Smith and 
Air. Wraight and Air. Erb who was 
called for the plaintiffs had been taken 
the case closed fur the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Taylor on behalf uf the defendant 
Erb asked for a non-suit which was grant- 
ed without argument of plaintiffs' counsel 
Air. Theodore Davie. 

Ilia lordship then directed the jury to 
find a verdict, for the defendant Johnson 
who appeared in person. 

This was objected to by Mr. Davie, ana 
after considerable argument a non-suit 
waa directed to be entered for the defen- 
dant .Johnson with leave to Mr. Davie to 
bring another suit. 

The court then discharged tho jury and 
adjourned. 7

"FLIM-FLAMMING." 

STOREKEEPERS CAUGHT BY A COM- 
MON. SWINDLING TRICK. 

Scheme Which Sadly Bewilders the Shop- 
mun Who la Ills Own Caalilur — How 
Variations of the Gnmo 
'. ' Aro "rkud.

One of the many petty annoyances thut 
storekeepers aro subject to is the process 
of "fiim-flaruming. " Tho word is not to 
be founii In the dictionary, nor, for that 
matlor, aro some of the vigorous expres- 
sions made uso of tlie victimized shop- 
keeper when ho has been " Aim-Hammed. " 
The trick is best explained by relating un 
instance in point that came under a re- 
porter's observation. Tho reporter had 
purchased a weed in a cigar store, and 
whilo testing its drawing capacity thero 
entered the storo an Irish woman— appar- 
ently a respectablo, honest, everyday 
working woman. She asked for two bags 
of smoking ' acco. They were wrapped 
up for her by .no urbane storekeeper. Sho 
tendered a $3 bill and received in 
change, $1.34 Then began the "lliut- 
flanimiug" device. 

"My husband, sor, says these bags is 
two for 1") cints, " she observed, "and you 
are charging nie 10 cints, sor. " 

The proprietor assured her that the to- 
bacco could not bo sold at tho prico sho 
stated. 4 

"Then give me back my money. I 
won't take them, " she replied. 

Tho man did an she requested, sho 
meanwhile retaining the $1.84 in change. 
Then came point No. 2 in tho interesting 
swindle. .In came a man with much 
bustle and asked for a penny box of 
matches, and tendered a quarter there- 
for. While the storekeeper was making 
chaneo for the man, who was the con- 
federate of tho woman, and whose entry 
Is always opportunely timed so as to 
divert tho victim's attention while tho 
first operator is making the final steps 
to get out with the goods, the change, and 
the original purchase money tendered, tho 
woman kept harping on the clearness of 
the tobacco. Tho man having gone, tho 
woman pointed to some other brands of 
tobacco on tho shelves, and there ensued 
a conversation about prices of tobacco in 
general The upshot was that the woman 
took up tho original packages of tobacco 
and loftily remarked that after all "a ciut) 
was neither here nor there with her. " 
Under cover of another customer who 
came in and who may or may not have 
been a confederate also tho woman went 
out with two bags of tobacco, $1.8J in, 
change and her own s~ tiilL That is how 
the confiding shopkeeper is "llim< 
dammed, " 

Tho storekeeper, when told by the re- 
porter that lie was minus the bill, just 
waited long enough to verify the tact, and 
then tore madly around the counter, 
dashed out of the door, glared wildly up 
and down the street, anil, catching sight 
of the "llim-tlammeuse'' waddling hastily 
across the street, lie gave chase, swooped 
down upon her, uud made her return to 
the store, where, upon a threat of im- 
mediate arrest, sho returned the change 
and the tobacco. It occurred to the re 
porter while tho storekeeper was prancing 
down the street how easy it might have 
been for a third confederate to have been 
lurking around, waiting for just such a 
contingency as tho proprietor's temporary 
vacation o'. . . ; shop and profiting thereby 
"pull to tho damper. " 

There arc some variations to this 
"game, " as, for instance, the "llini- 
flammer" might have asked fc; . dollar 
bill after the purchase, carelessly re 
marking that he or she didn't care "to Lui 
carting around so much small change. " 
Having secured tho £1 bill, the operator 
would hand back 8-t cents. Of course 
the man - ^hind the counter would say 
that the change was short of a dollar. 
The swindler would then loftily wish to 
know if the storekeeper was not aware 
that th price of the tobacco made up the 
sum lacking the round dollar. The vic- 
tim now becomes nonplussed, and that is 
jnst the condition the sohcincr desires him 
to bo in. 

"a\'o! no!" asseverates the storekeeper, 
who is now getting angry, with a faint 
glimmer dawning upon him that all is no! 
right. More bickering follows, until tho 
"'ilim-llammer" gets his subject properly 
sTorked up, and then comes the coup d« 
grace The rogue snatches up the bono 
of contention— the 84 cents remaining ua- 
touched upon the counter — and pulling 
out $1 throws .it and the 84 cents and tho 
tobacco down with a vicious slam, and 
vociferon-'" c mands his £2 bill, and in- 
timates that he wants to get ns far away 
as he can and as soon as he can from such 
a lunkhead of a storekeeper. The store- 
keeper, who is now at a white heat, gen- 
erally gets caught at this juncture. He 
tires the j;2 bill athis troublesome customer, 
a parting growl is exchanged, and tho 
"flim-tlnminer" bolts out with his original 
$2 bill and tbo $1 bill the changing of 
. which had caused all the dual row. Tho 
game is worked in this way with from a 
CO cent piece to a §10 bilL 

The Groat Seal or England,

bright tin saucepan lids without hand lea; 
and these disks, on being separated, would 
reveal on the inner surface of one a 
deeply-cut device of the queen enthroned, 
with representations of the cardinal vir- 
tues around her, and on the other her 
majesty sitting on a highly-caparisoned 
horse, attended by a page. These two 
silver disks are, in fact, the matrix by 
means of which is formed that enormous 
wax seal commonly known as the great, 
soal of England, and which is affixed to 
acts of the sovereign which it is tho royal 
pleasure publicly to mako known.
